At Buffalo, N. Y., on Friday evening
last, a fire was discovered in the third |
story of a five story bullding occupied by
Birge & Sons, wal!l-paper manunfacturers.

which many lives were sacrificed hecansze
there was no adequate provision made for
the eseape of employees in such an ewer-
gency. A part of the blame at least, rests
upon the city officials, whose duty it is to
see that buildings are so constructed that
parties my have & chance for their lives in
such cases,
